Exception To The Rule 


It is with great pleasure that 
I am able to advise that pending 
the final approval of a new 
policy for the transfer of lands 
under the Surplus Property Act, 
for health and education pur- 
poses—a 10-acre plot of land 


has been recently released in 


Pinellas County to the Board of 
Public Instruction in Pinellas 
County. These 10 acres are ad- 


jacent to the Bay Pines Hos- 
l, and shall be used by the 
County for the building of a 
new elementary school. It is 
hoped that when the new policy 
is in force, that there will be 
not too great a delay in the re- 
leasing of other lands for simi- 
lar purposes. This exception was 
made because of the fact that 
Pinellas County is in a “feder- 
ally affected area”—by reason 
of the location there of Bay 
Pines Hospital and Pass-A- 
Grille Veterans Office. 
“Trip-Leasing” Progress 
For three days last week I 
held hearings on the so-called 
“trip-lease” bill.

versals, 

All producé purchased for the 

armed forces—and that amount- 
ed to more than $1,000,000 in 
value in the Glades, the past 
season—must be certified by 
Federal Inspectors, and any 
other buyer or seller may have 
his produce certified as to grade 
and condition. Most wire sales 
are made on the basis of these 
certificates. 
Many northern wholesalers 
have buyers who daily inspect 
the products. bought and find it 
unnecessary to secure the In- 
spector’s certificate. 

Most of the states east of the 
Mississippi exchange the serv- 
ices of inspectors dueto the sea- 
sonal demands, but more inspec- 
tors remain longer in Florida 
than any other state because of 
the length of the shipping sea- 
son. As long as the entire oper- 
ation is Federal and State paid 
and controlled, and the small 
fees charged support the Inspec- 
tion Service, the farmer and 
the wholesaler have an agency 
recognized and accepted in the 
trade to act as arbitrator as to 
quality, proper count and con- 
dition. 

This organization brings a 
payroll of more than $150,000 
each season into the community 
through its personnel and play 
important role directly in
